A Columbus Diocese Roman 
Catholic priest was convicted yes- 
terday in Logan County Common 
Pleas Court in Bellefontaine, 
Ohio, of attempted gross sexual 
imposition of a 12-year-oid boy in

Thomas L* McLaughlin, 58, plead- 
ed guilty on condition he would 
not be charged with crimes involv- 
ing boys from other counties, in- 
cluding Franklin. 

Franklin County Juvenile de- 
tective Terry Shepard said- the 
molestation of the 12-year-old oc- 
curred at the priest's cottage at 
Russells Point, near Indian Lake, 
. The boy was one of seven boys, 
six of whom were from Franklin 
County, that McLaughlin molest- 
ed after befriending them and 
their families during church ac- 
tivities, Shepard said. Several vis- 
ited the priest at his cottage, 
which is near recreation areas* *
